Mr,  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  District  for  1971  and  hope  that  this  will  again  be  found  useful 
as  a  source  of  reference. 

The  mid  year  estimated  population  of  4,400  is  an  increase  of 
490  over  the  1970  figure,  and  is  slightly  higher  than  the  April,  1971 
Census  returns.  I  have  included  in  this  report  an  analysis  of  the  main 
population  groups  as  calculated  from  the  Census  returns.  There  were  91 
live  births,  12  more  than  in  1970,  giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  25*5 
to  compare  with  a  national  rate  of  16.0,  There  were  2  infant  deaths, 
giving  an  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  22.0  A  total  of  83  deaths  were 
registered  -  I6  more  than  in  1970  -  giving  an  adjusted  Death  rate  of  11. 3» 

The  general  picture  is  thus  of  a  slowly  expanding  population. 

The  local  birth  rate  has  been  high  for  some  years,  presumably  the  result 
of  younger  couples  moving  into  new  residential  property  in  the  District. 

There  is  however  still  a  fairly  high  proportion  of  people  of  pensionable 
age  in  the  District ,  although  the  proportion  has  decreased  considerably  in 
the  last  10  years. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  very  low,  with  only  11 
cases  being  notified  -  7  of  these  cases  of  measles.  I'orraer  members  will 
recollect  that  in  19^9  there  wore  only  9  notifications.  Pleased  as  one  is 
to  report  such  low  figures  one  would  not  suggest  they  are  a  "median"  level  - 
simply  that  in  1971,  as  in  1969,  the  District  has  been  extremely  lucky. 

As  is  usual,  I  leave  to  Mr.  Rustidge  the  task  of  reporting  on 
environmental  services  in  the  latter  part  of  the  report. 

During  the  past  12  months  we  have  entered  in  earnest  on  the 
re-casting  of  Local  Government ,  Health  and  allied  services.  Viithin 
Lancashire  County,  the  new  Social  Service  Departments  were  created  as  from 
1st  April ,  1972.  The  Local  Government  Act  has  now  received  Royal  Assent , 
the  National  Health  Service  (Reorganisation)  Bill  has  been  published,  and, 
in  the  absence  of  major  political  or  economic  upheaval ,  it  now  appears 
fairly  certain  that,  as  from  1st  April,  1974,  both  Local  Government  and 
the  Health  Services  will  be  completely  re-structured.  v;hile  it  would 
appear  that  the  new  enlarged  Local  Authorities  will  have  certain  Environ¬ 
mental  Health  functions  they  are  likely  to  be  more  limited  than  at  present, 
and  much  of  the  detail  as  to  demarcation  of  responsibilities  has  yet  to  be 
finalised. 

I  do  hope  that  members  appreciate  the  tremendous  extra  strain  thCv. 
this  does  throw  upon  officers,  especially  in  a  small  District;  it  is 
imprudent  for  me  to  go  further  than  to  give  an  undertaking  that  your  staff 
will  do  their  best  to  operate  services  in  the  transition  period, 

I  must  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  support  during  the  year.  I  must  also  acknowledge  the  assistance 
received  from  your  former  Clerk,  and  also  the  loyal  support  of  Mr.  Rustidge 
as  Public  Health  Inspector  and  now  in  his  new  role  of  Clerk  as  well,  Finall''^ 
I  must  thank  all  concerned  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

General  Characteristics  &  Social  Conditions  of  the  District 


The  County  District  lies  immediately  east  of  the  Oldham  County 
Borough  Boundary,  and  abuts  the  County  boundary  of  the  V/est  Riding 
of  Yorkshire  (Saddleworth  Urban  District),  being  situated  on  the 
westerly  slopes  of  the  Pennine  Range, 

Lees  as  a  township  was  originally  developed  around  cotton  mills 
which  provided  the  principal  source  of  local  employment:  only  two  of 
the  mills  are  in  current  production,  one  of  which  is  equipped  with  new 
machinery.  The  redevelopment  of  one  former  cotton  mill  site  by  a 
double  glazing  production  factory,  together  with  the  two  cotton  mills 
provide  the  major  source  of  employment  in  the  district,  together  with  a 
small  carpet  factory,  large  warehouse  and  the  sale  of  commodities  by 
retail. 


The  district  is  served  by  two  major  roads;  Huddersfield  Road, 
the  A, 62  Trunk  Road  (Liverpool  -  Leeds  -  Hull)  is  located  in  the  North 
Ward  of  the  district,  whilst  the  A, 669  High  Street  is  located  in  the 
Central  and  South  Wards  of  the  district.

Progress  in  the  housing  clearance  programme  was  limited  during 
the  year  due  to  the  lack  of  nevi  housing  units  and  early  in  1972, 
a  survey  of  the  district  was  undertaken  to  determine  the  extent 'of 
land  available  for  future  Council  housing  development.  The  modification 
of ^ plans  for  the  Providence  House  Site  resulted  in  a  scheme  for  22  flat 
units  rather  than  the  original  26,  due  to  unsatisfactory  ground 
conditions  on  part  of  the  site,  involving  a  drained  lodge  area. 

Approval  was  also  given  in  the  year  to  take  steps  to  acquire  a  small 
but  important  piece  of  land  at  the  junction  of  High  Street  and  Spring 

ane,  a  plot  sufficient  in  size  to  accommodate  some  eight  two  stoiey 
single  bedroom,  flats.  ^ 

The  Government  published  proposals  regarding  reprganisation 
during  the  year,  including  Lees  U.D.  ,  \;ithin  the  Metropolitan  District 
12  (.fj,  latterly  amended  to  12  (g).  The  various  /luthoritios  within 
the  proposed  District  12  (g)  formed  a  Steering  Committee  to  formulate 
strategy  in  advance  of  the  1st  April,  197^;  Officer's  panels  have  also 
been  set  up  to  collate  and  summarize  facts  for  the  transition  to  the 
new  Authority.  The  amount  of  work  involved  in  panel  meetings  and  the 
compilation  of  returns  has  placed  an  additional  burden  on  the  full 
work  load  carried  by  the  Department. 

Refuse  Collection,  although  continuing  on  a  regular  weekly  basis, 
became  more  difficult  to  maintain  in  view  of  the  increased  volume 
of  refuse  and  the  additional  requests  for  the  removal  of  bulky  articles. 

Details  of  the  other  routine  work  carried  out  during  the  year  are 
listed  in  the  following  pages;  may  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
Councillor  H.  K.  Dyson,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  the  Committee 
Members,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  valued  assistance  throughout  the  year.

FUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

(i)  Domestic  Refuse  Collection 

weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year  by  means  of  an  S.  &  D.  'Fore  and  ..ft'  20  cu.  yds.  capacity  rear- 
loader  collection  vehicle  manned  by  a  driver/loader  and  two  loaders.  The 
service  has  been  supplemented  on  a  regular  basis  by  a  5  ton 
Bedford  tipping  vehicle  used  for  extra  collections  in  the  form  of  bulky 
articles  such  as  old  furniture  and  domestic  appliances.  The  replacement 
of  dustbins  is  carried  out  by  a  local  authority  scheme,  the  cost  being 
borne  by  the  rate  fund.  The  type  of  dustbin  provided  is  the  B.S.  Mild 
Steel  Galvanised  taper  bin  2^  cu.  ft.  capacity,  fitted  with  a  rubber  lid. 
165  replacement  dustbins  were  issued  during  the  year. 

(ii)  Domestic  Refuse  Djsnosal. 

Refuse  collected  during  the  year  was  disposed  of  at  the  two  adjacent 
Local  Authority  sites  at  Constantine  Street  (Oldham  C.B.)  and  High  Moor 
Saddleworth  U.D. )  In  both  cases,  the  means  of  disposal  is  by  Controlled 
Tipping, 

(iii)  Disposal  of  Old  Motor  Vehicles. 

i.rrangements  have  been  maintained  with  a  local  vehicle  dismantler 
ensuring  the  removal  and  storage  for  disposal  of  abandoned  and  derelict 
motor  vehicles. 

(iv)  Street  Cleansing. 

A  new  Lacre/Bedford  Suction  Sweeper  was  purchased  during  the  year, 
permitting  a  more  efficient  street  cleansing  service.  The  machine  is 
fitted  with  a  wandering  hose  to  assist  with  gully  emptying  operations. 

RODEJ^T  CONTRCL. 

One  trained  employee  is  engaged  on  a  part-time  basis  in  this 
service.  Survey  and  inspection  work  is  carried  out  throughout  the 
district  on  a  regular  basis,  individual  complaints  are  promptly  inspected 
and  treatments  effected.  Bi-annual  maintenance  treatments  were  completed 
during  the  year. 

Mice  infestations  continue  to  shew  resistance  to  l/arfarin  treatments , 
and  the  effect  of  alphachloralose  is  reduced  in  an  increased  number  of  cases 
due  to  the  popilLarity  of  central  heating. 

80  mice  infestations  and  3I  rat  infestations  were  treated  during 
the  year.

VJ/iTER  SUPPLY 


The  whole  of  the  district  is  served  with  Upland  Surface  VJater  by 
the  West  Pennine  Water  Board.  The  water  is  filtered  at  its  source  and 
sterilized  by  the  Chloramine  process. 

Seven  domestic  water  samples  were  obtained  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  /.ll  were  reported  as 
satisfactory.;  complaints  of  a  discoloured  supply  on  one  occasion  were 
referred  to  the  V'ater  nuthority  who  effected  prompt  remedial  action. 

Arrangements  on  a  rechargeable  basis  were  continued  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  cleansing  of  shared  branch  service  pipes  to  blocks  of 
dwellings,
